97 berth on the North River short­ 
ly before noon EDT. 
The arrivals aboard the Stock­ 
holm brought to 1,698 the number 
of known survivors of the 1,706 
passengers and crewmen 
aboard 
the 29-million-dollar Italian luxury 
liner, which was rammed by the 
Swedish vessel off the Massachu­ 
setts coast Wednesday night. The

At least seven persons died as 
a result of the sea tragedy, and

Cents Hour Hike, 
Other Benefits 


Basis for Settlement 
Approved by Union 
Policy Committee 


NEW YORK TP — The United 
Steelworkers of America and the 
steel industry today signed a three- 
year no-strike agreement giving 
a total increase of 45.6 cents an 
hour in wages and other benefits 
over the life of the contract. 
The agreement provides for a 
package increase the first year of 
20.3 cents an hour; 12.2 cents in 
the second year and 13 I cents in 
the third year. 
The new agreement will add SI,- 
332.000.000 to the industry’s total 
labor costs. 
The nation’s 650.000 steel work­ 
ers will receive a direct wage in­ 
crease of 10.5 cents the first year, 
9.1 cents the second year and an­ 
other 9.1 cents in th* thinL-year— 
a total of 28.7 centi is wages. 
Their average hourly wage under 
the old contract was $2.47. 
The “basis for settlement” was 
approved unanimously by the Un­ 
ion’s 
Wage 
Policy 
Committee. 
However, the 27-day steel strike 
will not end until details of con- 
i tracts between the union and the 
individual companies have been 
completed. 
David J. McDonald, USW pres*- 
dent, and John A. Stephens, chief 
industry negotiator, said “ this w ill 
take several days,” 
The strike 
probably will end early next week, 
bringing to a close the nation s 
most serious strike in four years. 
The 27-day walkout has cost the 
nation more than one billion dol­ 
lars in lost wages and production 
and has idled more than 800,000 
workers in steel and allied indus­ 
tries. It is the fourth longest steel 
strike in history. 
The agreement also calls for a 
form of guaranteed annual wage, 
premium pay for Sunday work, 
improved 
holiday 
and vacation 
pay, an improved union shop, im­ 
proved pensions and insurance, 
jury pay and other fringe bene­ 
fits. 
When the new contracts go into 
effect some time next week, the 
steel industry is expected to raise 
steel prices $8 to $10 a ton. 
The lowest base pay rate under 
the old contract was $1.68 1-2 an 
hour. 
This will rise to $1.82 im­ 
mediately and to $1.89 in 1957, 
$1.96 in 1958. The top wage scale 
under the old contract was $3 54 
1-2. This will rise in 1958 to $3.97. 
One of the key bones of conten­ 
tion that led to the strike July 
I was the union's demand for 
premium pay for weekend work. 
The union wanted time and a half 
for Saturday and double time for 
Sunday when those days were in­ 
cluded in a man's regular work 
week.

Why do we spank our children? 
Is it to teach them "how’’ to bt 
good? Is it to make them remem­ 
ber not to be bad? Or is it be­ 
cause we do not know how to ban­ 
dle the situation? 
If we could teach children how 
to be good, we should not have to 
discipline them. 
None of us is 
willing to admit that we enjoy 
inflicting pain, but most of us are 
willing to admit that we lose our 
patience. When we become angry 
we lose our judgment and take the 
line of least resistance. 
Few people today can say they 
never resort to punishment of thfir 
children, but if we are honest we 
have to admit that the results are 
not always desirable. Sometimes 
children are willing to be spanked 
to gain attention. Some parents do 
not have time to love their chil­ 
dren. 
Others do not have time 
to play with them or to adequately 
reward them. 
In these cases the 
children annoy their parents in or­ 
der to gain recognition. 
There is a serious danger in dis­ 
cipline being unjustified. We crit­ 
icize the law for occasionally ad­ 
mitting circumstantial evidence, 
but we offend in this same man­ 
ner with our children. 
Many of 
us resent a spanking for something 
we did not do. 
We must give pause to our own 
treatment of children because wa 
do not want them to resent us, nor 
to hate us. We want them to have 
faith in us and in others. How 
can they learn to have faith in us 
if we show bad faith in them? 
The Bible teaches that God is 
the Father of mankind. If wa do 
not stand as illustrations of par­ 
enthood, we cannot 
expect our 
children to respect the Father in 
heaven. 
If we break faith with 
our sons and daughters, we can­ 
not expect them to have faith in 
another Father.

Housing Slows 
Congresson 
Adjournment 


Bill-Passing Poet 
It Braked Almost 
To Standstill 


WASHINGTON O )—House end 
Senate leeders mide some progress 
today toward breaking a housing 
bill deadlock that slowed the drive 
toward congressional adjournment. 
Because of this and other snarls 
the bill-passing pace was braked 
almost to a standstill in the first 
several hours of what legislators 
hoped would be the last day of the 
second session of the 84th Con­ 
gress. 
Senate and House differences on 
the housing bill were still unre­ 
solved after a two-hour conference, 
but leaders said they were certain 
♦hey would eventually get together. 
An effort by Rep. W. Sterling 
Cole (RNY) to revive two admin­ 
istration atomic bills delayed House 
action on other measures. 
The 
bills would encourage private de­ 
velopment of atomic power. They 
had virtually been given up as lost 
Cole said he wouldn’t approve 
any unanimous consent action on 
other legislation unless the House 
did something about the atomic 
bills. That forced the House into 
time-consuming parliamentary ma­ 
neuvers. 
The Senate was certain to give 
quick approval today to the com­ 
promise social security bill and the 
$3.7 billion foreign aid money bill. 
The House passed both Thursday. 
Senate-House conference com­ 
mittees were at work on compro­ 
mise versions of the flood insur­ 
ance bill and a public works au- 
* thorization bill. 
Both could be 
cleared before adjournment 
Another adjournment hitch de­ 
veloped Thursday night when the 
Senate rejected a compromise ver­ 
sion of the session’s last regular

At issue was an ap­ 
propriation for a minerals pur­ 
chase program which w u stricken 
from the compromise at the insist­ 
ence of House conferees. 
The Senate later insisted that 
the program be restored.
